W ill The Big 
Unions Be Next? 


Will President Kennedy be as tough with 
the railroad unions as he was with the steel 
companies? 
The shock of his unprecedented 
action continues to be profoundly disturbing to 
the whole business community. 
Richard Wagner, outgoing president of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, projected 
the President’s action against the economic back­ 
ground of the last 12 years. He said corporate 
earnings all over the country have been on a 
constant decline, with respect to the general 
economy, during that period. 
Earnings are “not adequate because too 
much is siphoned off for spending programs in 
this country at all government levels and for 
increases to labor which are in excess of gains 
in productivity.” 
Steel, he said, has been subject to three 
increases in wage costs, as well as increases in 
other costs, without an increase in price. But 
other businesses have had similar experiences. 
The President's action has led some persons to 
believe that inflationary pressures are created 


b y business and “its so-called desire for profit.” 
An executive branch of the government has 
set the price of steel. Will it now proceed to 
set the level of wages, too?

The Dairyman's Battle 


When a dairym an faces fines amounting to $20,899 - 
99. because a bureaucrat says so. it is tim e for all 
citizens to have a look at the situation. 
Dairym an 
Jesse R. Stalker of Ravena, New York, in Septem ber 
1958, purchased a 20 quart can of sweet cream from 
Crowley’s Dairy Albany Division. 
This was an ac­ 
commodation for his custom ers because his ow ti herd 
of 175 cows did not produce enough milk that month 
for him to process cream . 
The following October and November, he ordered 
three more cans each month. 
Had Stalker purchased 
the cream in two quart containers, he would not have 
been in trouble, but as he bought them in 20 quart 
containers, he had violated a regulation. 
Thereupon 
the D epartm ent of Agriculture decided to rum him, 
put him out of business, destroy him. He is, in effect, 
ordered, to pay a fine. 
As Representative Riehlman 
says: 


**. . . Because Mr, Stalker was unaware of this 
sm all technicality in the law, it is likely to cost him 
m ost of what he an his wife have spent a lifetime 
of hard work building up. He will he forced to sell 
his entire dairy herd or he will he forced to m ort­ 
gage his farm . 
Incidentally, the regulations will 
only let him sell his herd between the months of 
June and Novem ber." 


Who does these crazy things? 
Well, the D epartm ent of Agriculture, on December 
I, 1961, issued Order No. 2 “ Regulating the Handling of 
Milk in the New York-New Jersey M arketing A rea,” 
which prior to January I, 1962, was Federal Order No. 
27. 
«Do not question m e about these dates, I am 
copying them exactly as they appear on the cover of 
the document.) No wonder that milk, when it com es 
to the big cities, costs so m uch—one needs to hire a 
specialist to read the order. 
If a farm er misses a 
slight point rn the New York-New Jersey M arketing 
Area geography, which includes areas in New York 
State, New Jersey and—Oh, the Devil with it—here 
is the description: 
“ The following counties and parts of counties in 
the State of New York: 
Albany; Broome; Cayuga 
(except the townships of Sterling, Victory, Conquest, 
and 
M ontezuma); 
Chemung; 
Chenango; 
Columbia; 
Cortland; 
Delaware; 
Dutchess; 
that part of Essex 
consisting of the townships of Schroon, Ticonderoga, 
Crown Point, and M oriah; Fulton (except the township 
of Stratford); Greene; H erkim er (except the townships 
of Webb, Ohio, and Salisbury); Madison; M ontgomery; 
Oneida (except the townships of Ava, Boonville. Forest­ 
port, and Florence); Onondaga; Orange; Oswego (ex­ 
cept the townships of Redfield and Boylston); Otsego; 
Putnam ; Rensselaer; Rockland; Saratoga (except the 
townships of Day, Edinburg, and Providence); Schenec­ 
tady; Schoharie; Schuyler; that part of Steuben consist­ 
ing of the townships of Addison. Corning, and Erw in; 
Sullivan; Tiog^; Tompkins; U lster; W arren (except the 
townships of Johnsburg. Thurm an, and Stony C reek); 
Washington; and Yates (except the townships of Italy, 
Middlesex, and Potter); and in the State of New Jersey: 
Bergen: Essex; Hudson; Hunterdon; Middlesex: Mon­ 
mouth; Morris; Ocean (except the boroughs of Barne­ 
gat Light, Beach Haven. H arvey Cedars, Ship Bottom, 
Surf City. Tuckerton, and the townships of Eagleswood, 
Lacey, Little Egg Harbor, Long Beach, Ocean. Stafford, 
and Union); Passaic; Som erset; Sussex; Union; and 
W arren.” 


There apparently is a Marketing A dm inistrator, 
who has the powers of a Czar. He can "m ake rules 
and regulations to effectuate the term s and provi­ 
sions" of the order. All good law places the burden 
of proof on the com plainant. For instance, if a man 
) 
is arrested for stealing, the police m ust prove that 
he stole. Not so a milk handler. Sec. 1002.31 under 
(he title "Burden of proof." puts the burden on the 
handler. 


The object of regulation is not to provide advan­ 
tages to big operators or to molest sm all or big 
operators. 
It is to assist an industry to provide effi­ 
ciently a good product, at a fair price. 
Agricultural 
regulation had for its objective the protection of the 
American farm er so that he would not sink to the 
status of a peasant 
But the regulators are job-holders 
and status-developers and unless they are regulated 
them selves they become m andarins, 
who give the 
impression of being superior to all other humans. 
Congress ought to investigate that $20,899.99 fine 
and other farm ers ought to rise in their w rath at such 
nonsense. It is not only injustice; it is stupidity. The 
OPA was like that and we still have OPA-minded 
regulators.

DeGaulles Design For A Giant-Power Europe 


TARIS 
Towering, 
hieratic, enigm atic, 
the figure of Charles de Gaulle 
now looms above Elurope like a 
monument of prim ordial grandeur. 
This 
stature 
he 
has 
already 
achieved, despite the heavy han­ 
dicap of his long involvement in 
the Algerian war. 
E'or most national leaders, extri­ 
cating F rance from her bitter 
colonial 
dilem m as 
would 
have 
been task enough. But de Gaulle 
is by no m eans prepared to please 
the British E'oreign Office and the 
State D epartm ent’s egregious Dr. 
Bowie, who so 
much 
wish 
he 
would just go away after ending 
the tragic Algerian w ar. 
On the contrary, de Gaulle has 
m ade it very plain indeed that 
he regards the clearance of the 
colonial debris of the French past 
as no better than the clearance of 
a building site. Now is the tim e 
when he hopes to begin to con­ 
struct the new, more splendid, 
more enduring, Franco-European 
edifice which he has always had 
in his m ind’s eye. 
What, then, is the design he has 
in mind? 
The answer 
can 
lie 
given in a single sentence, with 
extrem e confidence. 
De 
Gaulle 
wants to construct a new giant- 
power Europe, founded on the 
Franco-G erm an partnership, and 
uncorrupted by the pernicious p ar­ 
ticipation of “ the Anglo-Saxons" 
—namely Britain and the United 
States. 
This m eans, to begin with, that 
de Gaulle most em phatically does 
not want the British to enter the 
European Common M arket. This 
is a fact of cardinal im portance 
in itself. De Gaulle's objection to 
British entry is sum med up in 
his formula, that if the British en­ 
ter, “ Europe will lose al! per­ 
sonality.” 
He thinks, in other words, that 
a Europe including Britain will 
lose the clear sense of direction 
and unity, the giant-power ch ar­ 
acter, and the will to be wholly 
independent of the U. S. 
(and 
even to defy and if need he hu­ 
m iliate 
Washington) 
which

Gaulle regards as the necessary 
characteristics of a future Europe 
with “personality."

SENATE AND HOI SE—One of 
the constant but little noticed dan­ 
gers to effective governm ent in 
in the United States is a serious 
falling-out between the Senate and 
the House of Representatives. 
Should such a situation ever 
arise, the work of governm ent 
would grind to a halt. Yet, two of 
the most powerful com m ittees on 
Capitol Hill, the Senate and House 
Appropriations 
Committees, 
are 
involved in such a feud 
And of 
all the com m ittees on the Hill, a 
com plete falling-out between these 
two groups w'ould have the sharp­ 
est effect because they control 
the purse-strings of the executive 
and judicial branches. 
The two com m ittees are bicker­ 
ing over prerogatives. For m ore 
than IOO years m eetings between 
the two groups to reconcile dif­ 
ferences 
in 
appropriations 
hills 
have been held on the Senate side 
of the Capitol. But last year the 
House com m ittee adopted a reso­ 
lution asking that half the m eet­ 
ings be held on the House side 
The .Senate com m ittee respond­ 
ed that it would be agreeable to 


this if the House com m ittee let it 
originate one-half of the appro­ 
priations bills. 
Historically, 
the 
House group is the originator of 
all such legislation, and it's not 
about to give up this power to 
save some of its m em bers a few 
steps. 
So this is the situation as con­ 
gressional action on annual ap­ 
propriations bills piles up. These 
m easures are essential, as every 
departm ent and agency m ust ob­ 
tain passage of their hills if they 
are to continue to operate through 
the ensuing fiscal year, 
begin­ 
ning July I. 
M embers 
of the 
two groups 
have held only one conference so 
session. That meeting was 
held on the Senate side, working 
on differing versions of appropria­ 
tions for the T reasury and Post 
Office D epartm ents. There hasn't 
been a second m eeting because

House 
group 
insists 
on

meeting on the House side and 
the senators won’t travel. 
Our bet is that the deadlock 
will be broken, as others have in 
the past, by the House giving in 
to the .stronger will of the senators.

There is the adm itted question. 
of course, 
whether the Soviets 
would regard the creation of this 
kind of E’ranco-German-EIuropean 
deterrent as a Casus belli. How 
that question will be answered is 
left vague. At this stage, in any 
case, the 
m eans by which de 
Gaulle m ay attem pt to realize his 
design are far less im portant than 
the fact that this is the design 
that is now' in his mind. 
Many virtuous persons will find 
the design hard to credit, and 
therefore will not take it seriously. 
But it is always unwise to be 
deceived by de Gaulle’s air of

but the grandeur also 
conceals the M achiavellian tal­ 
ents de Gaulle has shown in the 
tragic, intricate Algerian affair.

No. 122 
Roanoke Island, off the coast 
of North Carolina, came into 
history conspicuously the second time in the 
first w’eek of February 1862. The first time 
was 275 years earlier, when Capt John 
White set up a colony under the sponsorship 
of Sir Walter Raleigh, who had sent two 
exploration expeditions to the island earlier. 
The Raleigh colonization attempt was the 
first made within what is now the United 
States of America by English men and 


women. 
One of the women, daughter of 
John White, bore the first child of English 
parentage known to hav e been born in 
America: Virginia Dare. 
The W'inter of 1861-62, MaJ. Gen. Ambrose 
Burnside worked at organizing a special div i­ 
sion of troops for operations along the coa.st. 
W’hile his men w’cre being drilled at Annapo­ 
lis in landing operations, he collected v arious 
t>'pos of light draft v essels in New Y”ork, 
Philadelphia and other harbors for trans­ 
ports. Then, with Roanoke Island 
hav ing been chosen as a likely spot 
to strike a blow to Confederate 
blockade-running and r a i d i n g , 
Burnside set out with his 46 ships 
conv oyed by 20 warships under 
Adm. L. M. Goldsborough. 
Entering Pamlico Sound on Feb. 
7, the armada approached Roanoke 
Island on the w'cst. That night, 
under cov er of bombardment of 
Confederate positions by Golds- 
borough's squadron. Burnside land­ 
ed troops at Ashby’s Harbor. The 
next day, these defeated the .strong 
force of defenders drawn up under 
Maj. Gen. Henry Alexander Wise, 
and took 2,500 prisoners. 
Rebel 
casualtie.s totalled 149 men. 
The Federal loss in the action 
was 14 Nav y men and 264 tn Burn­ 
side’s div ision.

Roanoke Island, off the coast 
of North Carolina, came into 
history conspicuously the second time In the 
first week of February 1862. The first time 
was 275 years earlier, when CapL John 
White set up a colony under the sponsorship 
of Sir Walter Raleigh, who had sent two 
exploration expeditions to the island earlier. 
The Raleigh colonization attempt was the 
first made within what is now the United 
States of America by English men and 


women. One of the women, daughter of 
John White, bore the first child of English 
parentage known to have been born in 
America: Virginia Dare. 
The winter of 1861-62, Maj. Gen. Ambrose 
Burnside worked at organizing a special divi­ 
sion of troops fo r operations alo n g the coast. 
While his men were being drilled at A n n ap o ­ 
lis in landing operations, he collected various 
type* of light draft vessels in New York, 
Philadelphia and other harbors for trans­ 
ports. Then, with Roanoke Island 
having been chosen as a likely spot 
to strike a blow to Confederate 
blockade-running and r a i d i n g . 
Burnside set out with his 46 ships 
convoyed by 20 warships under 
Adm. L. M. Goldsborough. 
Entering Pamlico Sound on Feb. 
7, the armada approached Roanoke 
Island on the west. That night, 
under cover of bombardment of 
Confederate positions by Golds- 
borough’s squadron. Burnside land­ 
ed troops at Ashby's Harbor. The 
next day, these defeated the strong 
force of defenders drawn up under 
Maj, Gen. Henry Alexander Wise, 
and took 2,500 prisoners. Rebel 
casualties totalled 149 men. 
The Federal loss in the action 
was 14 Navy men and 264 in Burn­ 
side’s division.
